Hebridean Colonization 
At Vermilion, Alberta 


Scottish Immigration Aid Society’s 
New Scheme 
. The settlement ‘of Hebrideans in 


Western Canada has been one of the 
most satisfactory phases of Dominion 
colonization. in recent years, regarded 
from alt the various viewpoints. ‘The 
delegation from the Ilebridés, headed 
by the Very Rey. Canon Macdougall, 
which toured the Dominion last fall 
and closely investigated Hebridean 
settlement with a view to stimulating 
and expanding sugh colonization if 
found justifiable, expressed itself as 
completely’ satisfied with what had 
been accomplished and the happy and 
prosperous state of Hebridean settlers 
in Canada. 

The Scottish Immigration Aid So- 
ciety was formed by a group of phil- 
anthropic individuals who were keen- 
of the benefits of 
Hebridean setilement in Canada, and 
were desirous of extending it. to the 
mutual advantage of Canada and 
Scotland. It introduced a novel note 
into Canadian colonization by erecting 
a number of cottages on Jand in Al- 
berta for the reception, assimilation 
and training of newcomers from the 
Hebrides, where the immigrant,. after 
travelling the thousands of miles by 
land and sea, instead of facing the 


|nardshins. of pioneering, found a home}. 


lawailing him on arrival. 

The society’s plans for 1925 are 
equally novel and ambitious. Re- 
cently, through taking advantage of 
the provisions of the Empire Settle- 
ment Act, the society was able to com- 
plete the purchase of a substantial 
block of land just north of Vermilion 
in Alberta, consisting of nearly 30,000 
acres. This block is diagonally in- 
terseeted by the Cut Knife-Whitford 
braneh of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, which provides conveniont and 
adcquate transporation facilities. 

Through funds secured by partici- 
pating In the terms of the Ismpire Set- 
tlement Act, the society is at present 
engaged in building houses. on each 
quarter section of the block. As 
soon as these are ready one hundred 
eighty families will be brought out 
from the Northern Scottish islands 
to occupy them.~ Ivery thing will be 
found on their arrival in  complete!/, 
readiness~ for immediate residence, 
and the selliers be placed many years 
ahead as compared with ordinary 
pioneer settlement. Each family will 
be assisled in‘getting farming opera- |
